ism, and keep on bludgening away at it, 
regardless of the situation in hand* 
Hopefully by presenting a diversity 
of views we can also show a wide r an ge 
of responses to various situations ! 


Any way we really do welcome any 
contributions, and it's as a result 
of being sent stuff that we have in 
this issue not a (so called) recipe 
page, but rather a ....poetry page! 

All that aside we seem to have managed 
to get this issue out about two months 
after the last one, and still managed 
not to get totally sick of doing it, 

so issue five may be upon us sooner* 
than we thought ! 
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Hundreds of wimin,children and 
men have become victims of polit¬ 
ical murder perpetrated by the 
goverment forces in the remote 
provinces of the Emergency Zone, 
situated in the Andes Region of 
Peru. More than 1 f 000 people have 
disappeared there since the polit¬ 
ico-military command took over 
control in Dec.'82. State brutality 
and violation of human rights is 
taking place on a scale without 
precedent in modern Peru. Add to 
this the escalating armed conflict 
between the States security forces 
and the Maoist guerillas of Sendero 

LuminosoCShining Path). 

Public Opinion in Peru has been 
slow to pick up on the reports of 
secret mass graves of victi ms of 
the security forces, and of the 
existence of heaps of bodies dumped 
by the roadside? of the torture 
and assassination done in reprisal 
by the police, the army and the 
(Marines) navy. The inaccessibility 
of the region helps the armed for¬ 
ces get away with anything they 
want while the gvt. makes no attempt 
to control them or bring to light 
their atrcities. This is no big 
surprise to anarchists. 

The Minister of the Interior 
in Lima claims all victems of 
their armed forces are guerillas, 
killed during military operations. 

In ’83 they claim they murdered 
1,435 guerillas and in the first 
six months of '84 another 600. 

Many of the dead were executed 
without any trial(fair or other¬ 
wise) and most could not have 
belonged to Sendero Luminoso 


Faced with this massive attack 
on the indigenous population, the 
Shining Path guerillas adopted in 
f 82 the system of capturing and 
executing publically people who 
supported the State or who were 
involved in organising atrocities, 
or collaborating with the armed 
forces. The gvt. wildly claims that 
the guerillas have killed over 
1,200 people during the first half 
of '84.But many of these have been 
disproved. Two examples: 

1. The case of Soccos in the prov¬ 
ince of Huamanga where 47 people 
were assassinated and buried in an 
unmarked grave in Nov*83. The Pol¬ 
itical-Military Commander of the 
region, as well as the Minister of 
the Interior, issued statements 
saying the people were killed by 
S.C. However later independent 
investigations proved conclusively 
that the "Ouardia Civil* 1 was res¬ 
ponsible. 

2. The case of Pucayain in Huauta 
where 50 bodies were discovered in 
Aug*84.Peruvian armed forces imed- 

iately blamed the guerillas.However , ; 

local people all said the victems 
were last seen alive in the hands 
of the army. * v 

On 18th May 1980 Peru had it f s 
first presidential elections since 
*68 when the military seized power. 

This was the cue for a little known 
guerilla group to undertake it *s 
first armed action. In the middle 
of the voting, at the village of 
Chuschi, the S.C. gerillas seized 
the ballot boxes(urns) and set fire 
to them. During the rest of *80 
and *81 S.C. blew up goverment 
offices, electricity transmission 
lines and other state properties* 

♦Including the U.S. , Russian and 
Chinese Embassies.

Some professionals: engineers, 
agrononist, scientists but the 
vast majority are camperinos 
(peasants) who speak *quechua* 
not Spanish. 

In zones where S.C. operate, students, 
and teachers are especially persecuted, 
mainly because the founders of the 
S.C. were ex-teachers and many students 
and young people have been recruited 
by the S.C. In the Emergency Zone 
to be young is to be suspicious— 
many of the disappeared are aged 
between 12 and 18. 



GUERILLAS 
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There were more than 1,000 such 
attacks during this period, as well 
12 executions of collaborators and 
members of the armed forces. 

The May *82 systematic programe 
of assassinations by the S.C. inclu¬ 
ded ; members of the security forces 
and people accused of being "exploiters 
or traitors to the people"; local 
goverment officials, union and 
peasant leaders (in *82 36 members 
of the armed forces and 56 civilians) 
Many were publically tried before 
being executed. 

The goverment sent the elite 
Sincli Batallion, trained in counter¬ 
insurgency, into the mountainous 
zones of Ayacucho, where the guerillas 
operate. In March of *81 Degree 046 
the anti terrorist law, came into 
effect. This caused a whole range 
of activities to become "terrorista". 

All political prisoners held at 
that time were imediately charged 
with terrorist offences, and so it 
goes on. 

In the first week of *83 the 
situation changed drastically. The 
army and navy were used regularly 
in counter-insurgency for the first 
time. Disappearances of prisoners 
and summary executions became routine. 

In July of *84 ignoring national 
and international public anger over 
the abuse of human rights, the 
Peruvian goverment issued a decree 
which handed over total power for 
all national anti-subversive activity 
to the joint command of the armed 
forces. Where traditionally the 
peasants have always formed their 
own militias to police their land, 
the army is forcing them to incor¬ 
porate into counter-insurgency measures. 
In villages hostile to the guerillas 
the security forces are arming their 
militias and encouraging them to 
kill anyone they suspectof helping 
S.C.*The guerillas remain very 
clandestine and rarely issuing 
policy documents or communiques. 

The fact that they f ve been fighting 
for 5 years testifies to their 
support among the peasants. 


♦In many towns in the Emergency 
Zone, curfews are in force at night 
and the urban population are begining 

to understand what the peasants 
have been suffering at the hands 
of the army.

^Radioactive liquid is discharged intothe River Severn everyday. The levels (legal 
level) of discharged waste in the U.S.A. is one twentieth of our own, but the Nuclear 
Power industry is confident that the effect of the discharge is not significant. Also 
the Nuclear Power Industry assures IT SELF that discharges are carried out oseaby 
the out going tide. This is WRONG because the Severn is one of the most tidal rivers 

world! It almost chungcs It. tidal .y.tu. .y.ryday. This mews that Radloaotlu. 
waste gets carried UPSTREAM as well as down. There have have been leve.s of radiation 
taken upstream which have measured the same as at the point of discharge.

ITALIAN ACTIVIST MURDERED BY POLICE 
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On 9th March in Trieste 
the police shot and murdered 
Pietro Greco, an activist in 
the workers autonomy movement* 
The vicious state repression 
in Italy had forced Pietro to 
go on the run* He was accused 
of "subversive association" 
and participation in "an 
armed band" (vague charges 
that made no reference to 
specific crimes ) and of 
possessing arms ( no arms 
were ever found )* 

These charges were laid 
as part of the mass arrests 
of 25th February 1982 - 
if Pietro had not fled then, 
he would probably have faced. •" 
years of "preventive detention" 
before trail* 

When Pietro returned to 
his flat in Via Giulia, Trieste 
shortly after 11am on Saturday 
March 9th, the police were 
waiting for him on the landing* 
They fired at him on sight* 
Probably already hit, Pietro 
ran out into the street, 
shouting "Help, they want 
to kill me"• 

Three policemen were lying 
in wait. They fired around 20 
shots at Pietro as he tried 
to hide behind a parked car* 

He collapsed on the pavement* 
One policeman walked towards 
him and fired another shot 
into the back of his neck* 

The policeman then searched 
Pietro and handcuffed his 
hands behind his back, before 
calling an ambulance. 

Pietro died shortly after 
arriving at the hospital* It 
was announced that he had 
been struck by 7 bullets, 
one in the back of the neck* 
Both the police and the 
newspapers confirmed that 
Pietro WAS NOT ARMED. 

There was an immediate 
reaction to Pietro’s 
murder. School students in 
Padova, where he had been 
active in many struggles 
over the years,,took strike 
action. Through leafletting 
and the autonomist Radio 
Sherwood, Pietro’s comrades 
denounced this "premeditated 
assasination" by the state* 

The judges, parties, 
politicians and police are 
condemned for being responsible 
for Pietro's murder, and for 
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upholding the whole repressive 
political and social system 
in Italy. These exploiters 
are denounced thus; 

"You are DEATH, you are the 
people responsible for the 
Emergency, the torture, the 
millions of unemployed, the 
110,000 arrests every year, 
the "special units of death" 
in the prisons, the massacres, 
the military adventure in 
Lebanon, the support for 
N.A.T.O., the redundancies, 
the death in the streets". 

(from a leaflet published 
the day after Pietro’s murder) 
After the mass struggles 

of 1977,1978, the Italian 
State hit back with a series 
of repressive measures, the 
"Emergency" laws* These include 
"prevention detention" ,whereby 
people could be detained for 
up to 12 YEARS before trial 
(recently reduced to a mere 
6 years). The "special units 
of death" are used in the 
prisons to impose an excep¬ 
tionally repressive regime on 
political activists. Torture 
as horrific as any practised 
in South America, has been 
carried out by the police 
against militants. Waves of 
mass arrests have put thousands 
of activists behind bars* 

Activity which attempts to 
go beyond the accepted con¬ 
stitutional channels is often 
met with fierce repression, 
eg. the vicious police 
attacks on people trying to 

blockade military bases at Comiso 
Comiso and Vicenza (see Stuff 
it, issue l). 

The Italian comrades believe 
this latest murder should be 
seen in the context of the 
recent propaganda by the 
European states about "terrorism 
re-organising itself throughout 
Europe"* 

Despite the clamp-down in 
Italy and the great weakening 
of the movement of opposition 
to the system, the state has 
not succeeded in crushing all 
opposition. In their publications 
denouncing his murder Pietro’s 
comrades assert that they will 
continue to struggle against 
the system of exploitation, 
and for a better quality of 
life, as Pietro himself always 
did.

teachers union representative, 
introducing him as"our SandinistaV 
Francisco received the bum’s rush. 

Joanna’s profound analysis of 
the present situation in revolutionary 
Nicaragua was offered at a sumptuous 
diplomatic party recently."I’m a bit 
worried about Nicaragua’,’she said."I 
think it’s going communist’.’This and 
other gems have come to us via our . 
mole,fomerly of the Manchester 
Solidarity Group.lt would like to 
make a plea for the return of the 
good old days when the Nicaraguan 
embassy was run very well and 
cooperatively during the ’79 revol 
ution by two Nicaraguan students at 
Essex univ. who happened to be in 
London at the time. 

The problem the Sandinistas have 
is there are few people with the 
experience and committment to the 
revolution to do a half decent job 
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in administration or abroad.Thus 
creeps like Francisco keep their 
jobs for life’.’They are an inherent 
part of the old structure which will 
remain until swept away definitively 
by the disgust of the Nic.peasants 
and workers.If they only knew...

ARYAN- 

The Aryan Brotherhood has proved 
themselves to be the most barbarous 
people to call themselves civilized. 

On wanting to become a member of 
this all white organization one 
would have to swear to kill a 
"Blackman".Their motto is,'Kill 
to get in. Die to get out'. 

Aryan Brotherhood members are 
allowed to organize, harass, threaten, 
physically injure and kill blacks 
through out the Texas Penal System. 

Aryan Brotherhood members are 
used to do the "Dirty Work" for the 
Prison Officals, they deal with the 
'troublemakers'. 

The 'troublemakers'are black 
inmates who organize work strikes, 
inmates who write writs, inmates 
who advocate prison reform, and 
inmates whoare opposed to racism, 
racial discrimination and persecution. 

On June 17th,1934, black inmate 
Roy Lynn Boozer was killed in Ramsey 1. 
unit chow -hall by Aryan Brotherhood 
members acting in conspiracy with 
inmate Gary Brown. Gary Brown stabbed 
unsuspecting Roy Lynn Boozer in the 
back, whilst he was eating at the 
dinning table.When Roy Lynn Boozer 
fell on the floor Gary Brown got 
down on him and stabbed him several 
more times, 

Roy Lynn Boozer was a’’Trouble¬ 
maker' , who was organizing a work 
strike when he was killed by white 
racist member of the Aryan Brotherhood, 
Gary Brown. 

On August 7,1934, inmate Willis 
Jones was assulted and stabbed by 
Aryan Brotherhood members, on Ramsey 
1 Unit 8 - Wing. Willis Jones is an 
advocate of prison reform, and black. 
His attackers, Jerry Bodine and Richard 
Flinga ,are both members of the Aryan 
Brotherhood. 

These racist killers receive 
concurrent sentences, run into the 
sentences already being served. In 
other words, no punishment at all. 
and they are returned to the 
general inmate population, to 
kill, harass, threaren, and 
injure blacks over and over again. 

Black inmate 'Slim' Archer is 
conspiring with the Aryan Brotherhood 
to kill fellow black inmates, and 

on November 27 ,1984, to show his 
loyalty to the Aryan Brotherhood, 
he stabbed black inmate Whitney 
Blake, twice with a knife supplied 
by the Brotherhood. 

Whitney Blake is an advocate of 
prison reform, in opposition to 
all forms of racism. 


On October 3,1984, in the Ramsey 
segregation unit Aryan Brotherhood 
members held a three day Klan rally, 
burning crosses in front of black 
inmat e s. 

The Texas Department of Correction 
has failed to protect any of the 
black inmates under threat to their 1 
lives, as they are required to under 
Texas Penal Code Section 39.021,a 
or section 242, or even under the 
declaration of Independence.

First Things 
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To start with there are a whole range of activities that individuals can do, the 
most obvious being; spraying your point of view on walls, fly posting the same etc, etc* 
It is also perfectly possible to carry out acts of sabotage, like smashing windows for 
instance* There are a lot of things which need a group of people, acting together to 
bring off* 

So, if you want to try and spread or 1 develop' your ideas, produce and distribute 
leaflets, broadsheets or other publications, run a bookstall, squat a cafe, start a 
radio or carry out larger actions (HE! HE!) it soon becomes clear that a "group 1 ’ of like 
minded people is needed* One of the first things to do is to check that there isn't an 
Anarchist group in your area already, via the FREEDOM* contacts page* If there isn't get 
BLACK FLaG/FREEDOM* to print something along the lines of group forming in X,contact 
Z...etc*"* You could also stick up a notice in your local 'radical bookshop/food co-op' 
or whatever and with any luck you should succeed in finding 'like-minded' individuals.*

The most important thing to do first off is to sort out where you will 
don’t meet y at the same place each "week"(or whenever) make sure that there 
people to find out at whose house the meeting is next going to take place, 
as not everyone will be able to come to every meeting and it is quite easy 
to be unable to track the group down again, after missing a meeting. 

The first few meetings will more than likely expose the fact that the people 
involved are ’younger’ rather than ’older’. This is the first of a series of on-going 
problems (though it shouldn't really be) that you’ll need to work against. Others include 
sexism, getting stuck in ghettos (ie.he doesn't like crass*so he can't be an anarchist) 
and "I'm more of a militant than you" syndromes. Overcoming problems like these is part 
of the point of an anarchist group as well as doing actions. 

Nevertheless, with this taken into account the largest single problem that you are 
going to come up against is NOT 'doing' things, it’s very easy to do most things, no 
the biggest problem comes after you've 'done something'(ie. squatted the cafe). You 
need to know WHY you are doing things (and really know why, rather than it's the thing 
to do), so that you can sustain your success and know when you have failed. 

This was the biggest problem that we faced, and in retrospect it should have been 
talked about more openly. You don't need to spend hours discussing types of Anarchism 
or violence/non-violence, what's important is not so much WHAT you believe but what 
you are prepared to act on. It's very hard for people to take you seriously if you rant 
on about something but don't do anything about it. 

bo, it's a good idea to start off with a simple group action, such as producing 
and giving out a leaflet (leafletting is an action, you don't have to burn something 
down before it is an actionl). To this end you need to collect cash, track down a 
community printer or someone with access to a duplicator and away you go. It's just 
as easy to produce banners etc, and attempt to occupy a building. This is probably not 
the best place to start with people who haven't done any thing 'before'. If you do 
undertake this kind of action, which is essentially a publicity stunt, do it around 
mid morning, and let the T.V./Press know (as you are doing it, not before), so that 
you maximise the effect. 

^f ter you've done your first action it is important to study the reactions of the 
"Public", talk about what everyone in the group thought about it and decide on new 
tactics if you failed. Dialogue is very important if you are to succeed in the future. 

There are other things you can do with 'longer term' goals in mind such as setting 
up a book-stall, getting hold of anarchist papers to street sell and getting a library 
together. To set up a stall or library , you'll need some cash (predictable). Once 
you’ve had the benefit gig, whip^round or robbed the local Barclays and got £20 or more, 
send someone to Freedom bookshop (® distribution) to pick up a selection of pamphlets, 
which you'll get 40 % off. Yes , you can sell them and make more cash ! (simple, huh ?). 

If you can't get to LONDON you can do it postally, but you'll get less of a discount. 

This is how we started (Drowned Pat Book Collective) years ago. With the profit you 
buy more pamphlets and books which you sell at gigs , political events or on the street. 

After a bit you'll have enough cash to distribute your own publications... WOW !

(ie trying to smash the state), so it does’nt know when 2 t's succeeding or failing* 

There is nothing wrong in failing, as long as you see it for what it is. Don't try and 
keep going i.or the sake of it. Ltop and reform, with fresh ideas and experience .This 
problem occured in Bristol and caused a split at the DEMOLITION JlNER. We felt it 

wasn t working in the way it could and so we left to do something else. 

GLAMOUR 

Lome activities are more "glamorous" than others, (ie leafletting and plumbing aren't 
seen as an 'action* where as'trashing X' is). This becomes a problem when those who 
advocate 'trashing' things go on and on about it and work themselves into a position 
from which they can't back down and at the same time can't trash the target.

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SECURITY 

This leads onto security, if you are frfeally going to trash or burn down something, an 
open meeting isn't the best place to discuss it. (an open meeting, is one where anyone 
can turn up and take part- the opposite is a closed meeting where only those who are 
going to do"it” turn up)• The communication between meetings of these types is CRUCIAL. 
For instance you have a highly visible presence in the form of an Anarchist cafe, and 
one day certain people within your grouping, after a series of closed meetings burn 
something to the ground or carry out an obvious 'Anarchist' action. Where are the POLICE 
going to come looking first? And who do they rush down the local nick ? Vfriy , whoever had 
their name down on the cafe rota that day.

IT 
is the only way to find out what you all think, what you are each willing to do, who 
you trust etc. If you don't have dialogue involving everyone, you will end up with 
smaller networks developing,which reinforce themselves into factions and in-fighting 
will start. In Bristol for instance one faction seized a box of 'STUFF IT'S' and held 
them to ransome, people threatened each other, windows were smashed and wacko phone 
calls made. Not exactly anarchy...huh ? There are no rights or wrongs to this case, but 
it seems rather grim to devote so much time and energy to hating each other and totally 
ignore the real enemy. 

Don't be put off by all this,however, it can be great fun and very rewarding.

to block out the starving , warring and alienated world that they live in. The 
wonders of "democratic freedom " are the drugs that keep them (in)sane. They 
are smug about their systems of government, political intrigue and the parliam. 
entry event (eg the budget), all the time ignoring the results of all this. 

The question is ... how strong is this illusion ? Will it seduce me ? 
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While the conflicts in Central 
America rage on under the ever 
watchful eye of the Western media, 
there is another conflict on the 
other side of the globe which has 
been quietly and relent lessly 
building up for almost 20 years 
and now threatens to unleash itself 
with a ferocity not seen since the 
Vietnam War. 

The Philippines is a small country 
of about the same size and population 
as Britain, but with a history of 
oppression and exploitation which 
makes even Guatemala and El Salvador 
appear fortunate. 

After suffering over 300 years 
of Spanish colonial rule, the 
Philippines was the first country 
in Asia to take up arms and declare 
itself independent following the 
Spanish Amerian War at the end of 
the last century. 

This period of independence was 
to last barely two years. The United 
States quickly dispatched troops 
to crush the uprising and annex the 


archapelago as a colony of its own. 

The war of intervention which followed 
was to cost over a million Filipino 
lives-a fact which has been all 
but eradicated from the history books. 

Forty years of exploitation at 
the hands of the United States was 
followed by three years of harsh 
Japanese rule and subsequent 
reconquest by the United States 
military, which cost another two 
million Filipino lives. 

The forty years since the Second 
World War have been marked by civil 
war and repression, beginning with 
the Hukbalahaf peasant uprising in 
the 1950*8 and culminating in the 
current leftist and Muslim insurg¬ 
encies by the communist New Peoples 
Army (N.P.A.) and the Muslim Moro 
National Liberation Front (M.N.L.F.) 
Possibly as many as 150,000 people 
have been killed since the current 
round of fighting begain in 1972 
(the year that Marcos declared 
martial law and monopolized all 
political power). ■

The Filipino Armed Forces vA.F.P.J, 
like the Filipino political system 
itself, is largely an artificial 
creation of the United States- a 
creation which has now become a 
corrupt, distorted version of what 
the U.S. originally intended it to 
be. Its role is to protect U.S. 
strategic and economic interests 
in what is still the lynchpin of 
American power in the Asia-Pacific 
region. > 

The island of Luzon contains 
the two largest American bases 
outside of U.S. territory. Clark 
Air Force Base is larger than the 
state of Singapore and contains 
enough runway and refuiling facilities 
to project the rapid deployment force 
from Hawaii right through to the 
Persian Gulf. Subic Bay Navel Base 
is the nub of operations of the 
Seventh Fleet, with a permanent 
presence of some 16,000 American 
Military personel. Both bases are 
major storehouses of nuclear weapons 
and are regarded by the Pentagon 
as virtually irreplacable. 

In addition to its military 
interests, the U.S. has over'two 
Billion dollars in direct economic 
investment, and a large stake in 
the twenty five billion dollars 
the country owes to international 
banks. The Philippines is a prize 
the U.S. cannot afford to lose. 

Ranged against the tottering nine 

to five "cowboy” army is a formidable 
array of mass movements and guerrilla 
forces. The Muslim M.N.L.F. is 
believed to number between ten and 
fifteen thousand combattants, mainly 
in the southern island of Mindanao, 
and is currently tying down almost 
half of tha entire A.F.P.(about 
350,000 troops). 

Far more dangerous, however, is 
the N.P.A., with ten to twelve thousand 
full-time guerrilla fighters and 
possibly as many as 50,000 armed militia 
women and men.Originally Maoist in 
its ideology, the N.P.A. is 
strongly anti- Soviet. It is not 
uncommon to hear Communist Party 
members enquire as to which Super- 
Power is the greater imperialist, 
the U.S.A. or the U.S.S.R. ? Such 
a non-aligned world-view is both 
refreshing and encouraging, given 
the rampent pro-Sovietism usually 
encountered amongst leftist guerrilla 
movements in Africa and Latin Ameri 


mo n.r.H. uxie urian oi ianu 

reform with an equally direct and 
refreshing approach. In the more 
isolated areas, the guerrillas directly 
confront the landlords and demand 
a reduction in the level of tribute 
the peasants must pay to their over- 
lords. Instead of taking an average 
of 50 % of their tenants produce, 
the landlords are "requested" to 
take only 20$. The remaining 30$ 
is shared evenly between the tenants, 
the N.P.A. and the community as a 
whole. The exact percentage is 
negotiable; however if the landlords 
wont agree, the N.P.A. blow their 
heads off! 

As of late last year, the N.P.A 
was predicting a massive military 
escalation within possibly as few 
as three years. Recruitment is said 
to be so high that there is now a 
shortage of high powered weaponry 
for full time guerrillas -a perrenial 
problem for any revolutionary 
movement which lacks allies in the 
region. The Chinese used to arm the 
N.P.A. fifteen years ago, but now 
openly supports the presence of the 
U.S. Bases in the Philippines, as 
a bullwark against Soviet expansionism. 

Consequently ,the N.P.A. has 
become an independent, self-fianced 
and self-armed politico-military 
organization. This is both its 
greatest advantage and its greatest 
problem. For when the shit finally 
hits the fan and the United States is 
faced with the choice of loosing 
the country or committing itself 
to another Vietnam, the N.P.A. will 
face the prospect of a full scale 
foreign invasion with no powerful 
friends or Ho Chi Minh trails to 
fall back on for support. Under 
these circumstances, the N.P.A. 
will need all the international 
support it can get.

Well here are my experiences of the Easter Monday CND 
demo at Molesworth Cruise Missile Base* Got the coach at 10.CO am and 
was pissed off that they wouldn’t let a kid on because he hadn’t booked 
his place (bloody CND bureaucrats)• Everyone seemed to be looking* 
forward to tramping round and ringing bells. Oh shit , I'd forgotten 
the tambourines and only brought smoke bombs. 

Well two hours later and we were crawling along through 
small vlillages adorned with "CND—GO HOME" banners.
